It was indicated that n check of rec- 


ords of the Highway Department, the 
auditor's office and the treasurer's of- 
fice will bo made to determine the

February 1, 1933. 


The new law provides that such obli- 
gations shall be refunded on the same 
basis ns bonds. 


The legislature appropriated J100.000 


to pay in cash old amounts in excess 
of the denominations in which the new 
bonds will be Issued, and provided that

"""ment of interest accruing" 10' May 1 


this year, when all the 
refunding 


bonds will be dated. 


Mr. Leonard pointed out that several 


thousand persons hold highway war- 
rants issued for labor or materials in 
1931 and 1932. Hundreds of these war- 
rants call for amounts of less than 
$100, 
the smallest 
denomination 
in 


which the new bonds will be issued. 
The board discussed possibility of fi- 
nancing such small warrants in some 
JjPi'nnncr that would not require the 


holder to pay to the state the differ- 
ence between the amount of the war- 
rant and a bond for $100, but no de- 
cision was reached. 


To Start Exchange Soon. 


The treasurer wus instructed to pre- 


pare the form of the bond, which will 
he submitted to the board soon after 
which proposals will be received for 
printing the bond forms. As soon as 
bonds are ready, the board will invite 
holders of nil forms of highway obli- 
gations to exchange them. 


Mr. Leonard has received about 


$4,000 of direct state highway bonds 
for refunding and said that several 
holders of road improvement district 
bonds, submitted for refunding under 
the 1932 law, have indicated that they 
would accept whatever refunding plan 
the state offered. 


Governor Futrell said he knew of a 


block of $40,000 of state highway bonds 
that will bo offered as soon as the 
board's plans are completed. 


Approximately $13,000,000 of road im- 
irovomuil district bonds were rcfund- 


VU under Act 15 of 1932 special session 
before funds for that purpose became 
depleted. Bonds amounting to about 
$12,000,000 had been submitted for re- 
funding, but most of them have been 
returned to the owners.

Carolina, 70-year-old chairman if the 
house rules committee.

The house bar was in the house res- 
taurant, just under the house chamber 
and it was operated by three bar- 
tenders. It had a brass rail. 


Some old-timers

35 feet of leaning space. But it was 
so well patronized that anyone who 
wanted to drink in comfort went off to 
a table, leaving the bar primarily to 
those who wanted one or two quick 
ones.

Business was never dull, as far as 


anyone can recall. Members, lobbyists 
and constituents kept a brisk trade 
going.

Although fritters come under 
the 


category of fried foods they arc not too 
difficult of digestion if properly cook- 
ed. A propetly cooked fritter is fried 
in deep fat at a certain definite tem- 
perature. And the temperature of the 
fat determines the digestibility of the 
fritter. 


If the fat is too hot. a hard crust is 


formed on Hie outside which acts as a 
non-conductor of heat and the out- 
side gets darker and harder while the 
inside remains doughy and uncooked. 


If on the other hand the fat is not 


hot enough the fritter sinks to the 
bottom of the kettle, refuses to come 
to the top, absorbs too much fat and 
remains pale and soggy. The correct 
temperature is between 3GO and 230 
degrees Fahrenheit. If a thermometer 
is not at hand an inch cube of bread 
from the soft part of the loaf can be 
dropped into the hot fat. It should 
turn a golden brown in sixty seconds. 


Fritters are so quickly and easily 


prepared and cooked and are so help- 
ful in making "a little go a long way" 
that they are worthy of consideration. 
There are vegetable fritters and meat 
fritters which make 
splendid 
main 


dishes. The sweet fritters and fruit 
fritters are delicious desserts to serve 
with maple syrup or a contrasting 
fruit sauce. 


An excellent standard rule for frit- 


ter batter is the following: 


Fritter Batter 


One egg, 
Vis teaspoon salt, ',2 cup 


milk, 1 tablespoon melted butter, 1 
cup flour, 2 teaspoons baking powder, 


I to 2 cups added material. 


Beat egg until light with salt nnd

New Currency Not 


Really Inflation 


It Merely Converts Bank 


Deposits Into Circulat- 


ing Exchange 


By J. R. BRACKETT

NEW YORK—(IP)—Expansion of the 


currency does not necessarily • mean 
inflation of the nation's money sup- 
ply. 


This is because bank deposits, not 


currency, constitute the bulk of the 
money. Bank deposits at the calling of 
the'bank holiday were-about $40,000,. 
000,000; money In circulation, includ- 
ing currency, about $6,700,000,000. This 
is-a total of 546,700,000,000. 


Distinguished From Inflation 


If this sum were increased beyond 


the nation's economic needs or in- 
creased artificially, there would be 
inflation. 


In the present situation currency 


expansion is planned only to the ex- 
tent necessary to satisfy the demands 
of bank depositors. Thus, if, on the 
reopening of the banks, the people 
withdrew ?2,000,000,000, money in cir- 
culation would increase to $8,700,000,- 
000, but this same §2,000,000,000 would 
be withdrawn from bank deposits and 
the total of all money—bank deposits 
and money in circulation—would be 
the same. 


Currency expansion might be in- 


flation if the government simply is- 
sued it and distributed it to the pub- 
lic. This would )?e net addition to the 
money supply.

Although fritters come under 
the 


category of fried foods they arc not too 
difficult of digestion if properly cook- 
ed. A propetly cooked fritter is fried 
in deep fat at a certain definite tem- 
perature. And the temperature of the 
fat determines the digestibility of the 
fritter. 


If the fat is too hot. a hard crust is 


formed on Hie outside which acts as a 
non-conductor of heat and the out- 
side gets darker and harder while the 
inside remains doughy and uncooked. 


If on the other hand the fat is not 


hot enough the fritter sinks to the 
bottom of the kettle, refuses to come 
to the top, absorbs too much fat and 
remains pale and soggy. The correct 
temperature is between 3GO and 230 
degrees Fahrenheit. If a thermometer 
is not at hand an inch cube of bread 
from the soft part of the loaf can be 
dropped into the hot fat. It should 
turn a golden brown in sixty seconds. 


Fritters are so quickly and easily 


prepared and cooked and are so help- 
ful in making "a little go a long way" 
that they are worthy of consideration. 
There are vegetable fritters and meat 
fritters which make 
splendid 
main 


dishes. The sweet fritters and fruit 
fritters are delicious desserts to serve 
with maple syrup or a contrasting 
fruit sauce. 


An excellent standard rule for frit- 


ter batter is the following: 


Fritter Batter 


One egg, 
Vis teaspoon salt, ',2 cup 


milk, 1 tablespoon melted butter, 1 
cup flour, 2 teaspoons baking powder, 


I to 2 cups added material. 


Beat egg until light with salt nnd

New Currency Not 


Really Inflation 


It Merely Converts Bank 


Deposits Into Circulat- 


ing Exchange 


By J. R. BRACKETT 


Associated Press Correspondent 


NEW YORK—(IP)—Expansion of the 


currency does not necessarily • mean 
inflation of the nation's money sup- 
ply. 


This is because bank deposits, not 


currency, constitute the bulk of the 
money. Bank deposits at the calling of 
the'bank holiday were-about $40,000,. 
000,000; money In circulation, includ- 
ing currency, about $6,700,000,000. This 
is-a total of 546,700,000,000. 


Distinguished From Inflation 


If this sum were increased beyond 


the nation's economic needs or in- 
creased artificially, there would be 
inflation. 


In the present situation currency 


expansion is planned only to the ex- 
tent necessary to satisfy the demands 
of bank depositors. Thus, if, on the 
reopening of the banks, the people 
withdrew ?2,000,000,000, money in cir- 
culation would increase to $8,700,000,- 
000, but this same §2,000,000,000 would 
be withdrawn from bank deposits and 
the total of all money—bank deposits 
and money in circulation—would be 
the same. 


Currency expansion might be in- 


flation if the government simply is- 
sued it and distributed it to the pub- 
lic. This would )?e net addition to the 
money supply.
